Busse, the 
retiring Mayor, had been a most efficient 
executive officer and no taint of graft or 
corruption was on his official robe. But 
four years before he had been nominated by 
the machine and of course he “wouldn't do.” 
The candidates of the regular Republicans 
were two in number. One was John R. 
Thompson, a restaurant-keeper, an active 
politician and a self-made man. But he was 
tainted with the support of Lorimer and of 
the followers of Busse, both in and out of 
the City Hall. The other regular Repub- 
lican candidate was John F. Smulski, a 
banker and a former Alderman. But the 
double load of being a hated capitalist and 
having a “ski” terminal to his name proved 
a heavy burden to carry. The candidate of 
the insurgents, the righteous, the “too-cood- 
for-this-world Republican, was Prof. Charles 
E. Merriam, who was an acting Alderman. 
He had written three rightoous books on 
party politics, on political machinery and on 
local matters. He was associate professor 
of political science in the University of Chi- 
cago. He had worked up a new charter for 
the city and he was an active member? of a 
committee of the City Club in municipal and 
governmental problems. In the City Coun- 
cil, as Alderman, he denounced grafters and 
inefficients. He proposed to create an “effi- 
clency commission” to inspect the depart- 
ments, examine the pay roils, make savings 
and eradicate waste and dishonésty. He 
was the Liesnerski of the Windy City. Nis 
primary campaign was conducted on the 
safe-and-sane basis of claiming all the pub- 
lic and private virtue that was lying around 
loose and denouncing his rivals as tools of 
corporations, friends of grafters and as all- 
around undesirables—the method, ft will be 
remembered, that prevailed in California 
last summer during the Johnson-Curry-Stan- 
ton campaign. No community—especiaily 
Chicago—could resist his appeal to all its 
virtuous, its holy, its public-spirited, anti- 
politician instincts, and Merriam was nom- 
inated by a plurality of 28,000 votes. 


The Democrats had but two candidates. 
One was Carter H. Harrison of historic 
name. The other was ex-Mayor Dunne. 
Dunne polled 54,000 votes at the primary, 
but Harrison received 55,000 and secured the 
nomination. 

Did the Democrats at the election last 
week fulfill their pledges and vote for that 
good man Merriam? They did not. They 
voted for Harrison, and many thousand Re- 
publicans who had been denounced and in- 
sulted during the campaign as siaves of 
capitalists and tools of politicians also. voted 
for Harrison. He was elected, and insur- 
gent Republicanism, on the platform of as- 
serting that only its candidates are truly 
good and all other candidates aré bad, is 
flow at the heaviest kind of a discount in 
Chicago. 

One of the elements that contributed in 
some small degree to she defeat of Merriam 
was the fact that he secured as one of his 
spelibinders one Clarence Darrow. Darrow 
is known over all the land as a red-hot so 
cialist, or rather as an anarchist. He de 
fended the Colorado dynamiters and mur- 
derers. He was the companion and colleague 
of Harry Orchard of infamous fame, and this 
winter he posed and spoke in California as 
the colleague of Tvietmoe, Gallagher and 
McCarthy. Some of the insurgents resented 
his presence in the councils of the jurists 
and he was publicly denounced as a traitor 
by the labor unions. 

Many thousand regular Republicans re- 
garded the conditions as presenting a choice 
between the devil and the deep sea. They 
would not vote for a Democrat, neither 
would they cast their baliots for &@ Man who 
helped to break up the Republican party, 
who denounced its honored leaders and who 
consorted with and accepted the aid of Dar- 
row. . 

If Merriam had been the nominee of a 
Republican convention, as he probably could 
have been, he would doubtless have been 
elected. Maybe the lesson of his defeat wil! 
be productive of good in the future,
